SENATOR KAHLE: Mr. President, members of the bodv, I move
that we advance 643. 643 was a bill that was brought to
me by my own county board. They found a problem in the
statutes that sald that the county board could only use or
appropriate $25 into emergency funds or petty cash funds
within the offices of the county. In the problem that

we had this 1s not enough money to have in the netty casnh
fund and the auditors were complainineg because they were
withdrawing more than the $25 so we brought it before the
Lepislature and the committee and there were no dissentins
votes. The only thing that was put cn the bill since it
started was that 1t has to be in the county budset, the
amount of money they are golng to use each year in these
petty cash funds, so I think this solves the problem and

I urge you to support the bill.
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
